Amid continuing controversy 
county commissioners voted 4 to 1 to 
support the Crawford - Otsego 
landfill’s new owners in their efforts 
to run a profitable business. 

The morning session of the 
commissioner’s meeting included a 
presentation by City Environmental 
Services (C.E.S.) of Waters (formerly 
City Environmental Services, formerly 
City Management of Northern 
Michigan, Inc.). C.E.S. management 
stated that tiey were present at this 
meeting to follow up on the matter of 
reciprocal agreements, They stressed 
the necessity of such agreements, 
allowing import of waste from other 
counties, in order to assure their 
company’s profitability. One of their 
waste management engineers then 
described the processes andsafeguards 
to be undertaken by C.E.S. in bringing 
the landfill up to and beyond D.N.R. 
requirements. 

C.ELS. staff then fielded questions 


affirmed 


from the commissioners and general 
public, In response to a question from 
Commissioner Joe Callewaert, C.E.S. 
environmental attorney Sue Johnson 
that environmental 
assessments, public hearings, and other 
procedures musi be followed before a 
new construction permit is issued for 
any landfill. 

Johnson also said she would cok 
into the matter of hazardous waste 
being taken to the landfill in response 
toacomplaint from Lovells Township 
supervisor Fred Schaibly, She stated 
that any citizen with such concerns 
should get the license plate and 
identification number from the truck, 
and report it to CES. 

When questioned by an unidentified 
citizen at the meeting, C.E.S. 
managementoffered no assurances that 
they would not purchase more land in 
addition to the 240 acres they already 
own, and which includes the former 
eighty acre landfill. Johnson indicated 
that the anticipated life of the landfill 


is 21 years, as proposed for the 240 
acres and allowing for all waste from 
all counties Crawford is being asked 
to sign reciprocal agreements with, — 

In response to another question 
during the meeting, Johnson indicated 
that the county has already reaped the 
major benefits of their purchase, 


because any liability for D.N.R. fines 
or the cost of bringing the landfill up to 
D.N.R. specifications is now the 
responsibility of the new owners.

The bluebird, a favored subject of

Yet inthe case of 
the rehabilitation of the bluebird 
population, nature welcomes people 
like Roger Barber, a Grayling native 
who is aptly called The Bluebird Man. 

“Seeing the birds in the wild and 
knowing you’re helping them is the 
greatest feeling,” says Barber. “Two 
years ago, we had a cold wet spring 
and I think 80% of the young birds 


died, It was just terrible.” 

Barber, a veteran employee of Fick 
Qjl, says the Ficks have often given 
him space in the company shop to 
work, and furnished supplies for the 
continuation of the bluebird housing 
program he began some years ago. 
Barber calls it a “hobby,” but 
considering the scale of this program, 
and according to the DNR biologists 
who observe and are amazed at his 
success, Calling it a “hobby” seems a 
vast understatement, It is certainly 
more like a labor of endless 
commitment to ensure the Eastern 


Bluebird never appears on any 
endangered species in the: State of 
Michigan. .For a shy, very private 
man, Barber has and will continuc to 
move mountains for the bird. 

Barber is currently responsible for 
installing over 360 boxes in the area. 
He estimates that roughly 25-30% of 
the houses are occupied by tree or barn 
swallows, a beneficial group of birds 
which regularly consume their weight 
in noxious insects such as mosquitoes. 
The house wren, another insect eater, 
will often build many more nests than

she will everneed, her twiggy creations 
filling up available space intended for 
the bluebird. These two species, 
fortunately, can and do co-exist with 
the bluebird. 

“I’ve experimented with various 
building materials for the boxes,” 
Barber says, “and I find the reverse 
board and batten used by builders is 
superior to ordinary plywood, which 
warps. J expect a box to last four to 
five years, and itmust take the weather 
and other abuse from birds and 
animals.” Inhis housing career, Barber 
has built nearly 1,000 bluebird boxes. 


MAINTAINING A 
BLUEBIRD TRAIL 
Barber maintains in excess of 200 
boxes himself, and he hopes to place 
yet another 40 this spring thai are 
under construction. Ifadditional wood 
is made available to him this season, 
he will begin another 50. His next 
endeavor, though, is to locate a person 
or persons who will commit to 
maintaining 10-20 boxes in the Lovells 
and North Branch Township areas. 
Barber will buildand install the houses 
if this commitment is made on behalf 
of the bluebird. 


“I, personally, give Roger credit for 
the retum of the bluebird to Crawford 
County,” says Rob Woodland, 
Grayling teacher and veteran blucbird 
trail maintainer. “I believe Cheboygan 
County topped the list last year, but 
we're next in reproduction figures. 
And this growth has remained steady 
with 941 young birdsi in 1989 and 964 
in 1990.” 

“Seeing the birds is so rewarding,” 
says Woodland, “and though looking 
after 100 boxes takes some time, I 
enjoy it and plan to put up another ten 
this spring. I’ve seen the birds just 
afier they’ ve hatched, and have always 
thought the steady increase in birds 
was worth the effort. Vandalism of 
the boxes is the worst frustration. 
People steal them, and it’s too bad 
because they probably don’t know 
enough about the bird to take care of 
the nests, Itry to place them on private 
property and hope that they'll be left 
alone.” 


Barber first became interested in the 
plight of the biuebird after reading an 
article published by the DNR, The 
bird’s problems are peculiar: It must 
compete not only with predators, it 
must fend off more aggressive birds 
for nesting territory. 


The female bluebird will lay four to 
six eggs, and they will hatch in 14 
days. The young remain in the nest for 
another 18-21 days, when they leave 
the box for good. They never return to 
the box, but as a family unit, the 
fledglings now help their parents feed 
aml! care for the next brood. And 
because the bluebird is so fastidious, 
the female will not lay eggs in the 
same nest. It must, therefore, be 
discarded and the box quickly dusted 


for parasites if there is to be achance |

SOUTH BRANCH 
BLUEBIRDS 

Lois Jones and herhusband, Jeremy, 
anature photographer, jointly maintain 
one of Barber’s bluebird trails in South 
Branch Township. The trail consists 
of approximately 30 houses, and she 
says, “we do them together. We enjoy 
each other’s company and we know 
we're helping the birds. We disinfect 
the boxes with fungicide and keep 
notes on each box, It’s very dramatic 
if something tampers with the nests, 
but it’s also exciting when a female 
will just sit right there and let you 
count her eggs or check her nest.” 

Jones feels that “Roger Barber is 
simply phenomenal. He is almost 
single-handedly responsible for 
bringing back the bluebird here. And 
because he feels so strongly about the 
birds, he inspires other people to be 
supportive, as well.” She and her 
husband maintain their 160 acre farm 
primarily for the benefit of wildlife. 
“We're fascinated with the bluebirds, 
but we also have a scarlet tanager, an 
indigo bunting, and timber doodles 
(woodcocks), The catbirds love the 
puddles we build for them.” 

Jones admits to not being strictly a 
purist when it comes to requesting the 
swallows to leave the bluebird boxes. 
“And, I also leave them closed in the 
winter so the deer mice will have a 
place to go,” she says, her jubilation 
for all wildlife evident. “But we get 
bluebirds in one out of three houses 
though,” she claims, “so we're very 
happy with that.” 


NEED NEW NESTS 

And she should be because if 
assisted, bluebirds can multiply in 
healthy numbers. When the young 
birds are ready to Ieave the nest, the 
parents will tease them with fat grubs 
and entice them to take their first solo 
flightof perhaps 100 feet. Because the 


female can lay as many as three - 


separate broods each season, she will 
begin building another nest almost 
immediately. 

She must have a clean environment 
in which to lay these eggs, however, 
so its important that trail maintainers 
monitor the progress of the birds. With 
the destruction and clearing of dead or 
diseased trees, much of the bluebird’s 
natural habitat has been lost. 
Insecticides and pesticides have further 
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Barber credited with bringing bluebirds back 


big tree where the bird does not have. 
suitable or easy access to it.) 

It is for many reasons that Roger 
Barber likes to select the spot to place 
the houses he builds. He labors for the 
birds out of caring and to increase 
their numbers; he does not build the 
houses for profit or expend this much 
energy to have a box in every yard, “T 
build the houses so I can share my 
knowledge and the enjoyment of the 
birds with other people. Maintaining 
a bluebird trail means having a love 
for the outdoors and appreciating 
nature enough to help out some. These 
birds have come a long way, but 
because they're fragile this far north, 
we have to give them the care they 
need and not begrudge them the time.” 

BIRDS INCREASING 

“Last year we did very well,” he 

claims. “The birds are increasing in

the area. We know this because we 
keep records, And, with every new 
box we put up and maintain, we can 
expect further increases. The English 
Sparrow is the bluebird’s greatest 
enemy. The bird’s an import and it 
will drill into the bluebird eggs and 
then lay its nest right over the top of 
the ruined nest. Watching the nests to 
keep this bird out is anecessary part of 
guaranteeing the health of the 
bluebird’s normal cycle.”

I thought this kind of fruit-cake stuff 
only happens in California, not in the 
serene north of Michigan. 


To confirm my fears this was not a 
group we wanted to welcome to Gray- 
ling, I started calling federal law en- 
forcement agencies for more informa- 
tion, I found out the group is being 
watched by a corporate division of the 
FBI —- the Federal Occult Operation 
Lawmen. F,O.O.L. federal agent 
Amold Rambowski told me there is 
something Grayling can do. 

Rambowski said the group wants 
publicity to continue growing. 

“That's why they camp out on the 
main streets of little towns like Gray- 
ling during these festivals instead of 
out among the jack pines,” he said.

ing this group, he said we should shut 
the town down when they come.

“cold and clear.” In the summer of 
1987, I was shocked to discover 
occasional water temperature of 74 
degrees to 75 degrees near my property 
upstream from Thendara Road. During 
the heat waves of the summer of 1988 
and 1989, I carried out point-by-point 
temperature recordings. In the late 
afternoon, going downstream as 
quickly asI could drive, I would obtain 
the following typical temperatures. M- 
72 Bridge above Stump Pond, would 
typically be 75 degrees. The river 
below the falls by Ray's Canoe Livery 
would be 83 degrees to 84 degrees. 


The river would cool itself again 
gradually as it went downstream, but 
wouldn’t reclaim the 75 degree 
temperature until it reached Stephan 
Bridge. I’ve repeatedly recorded water 
temperatures of 80 degrees ai Burton’s 
Landing, and 79 degrees and 78 
degrees at Louie’s Landing and 
Keystone Landing respectively. These 
conditions remained as long as warm 


” nights and hot clear days persisted. If 


one thinks that the temperature effects 


of the Stump Pond are trivial, I can 


also say that I’ve observed dead white 3% 


fish and trout following several days” 
of such conditions. During the later 
stages of the two-week heat wave of 

1988, I observed many dead trout. 

This is consistent with the decline in 

the number of troutofall sizes recorded 

in shocking studies that followed. 


My third point is simply to state a 
wish that lovers of the Stump Pond 
and lovers of trout habitat can avoid a 
collision course that would make one 
party or the other losers in a legal 
contest that would be expensive and 
further divide the community. The 
best possible outcome would first 
require study and fact finding, leading 
to an engineered solution. _ 

T hope others agree that cooperation . 
and pooled resourcesis the first priority 
for organizations and individuals 
seeking to preserve the Saump Pond 
and the cold water heritage of the 
AuSable River.

The calendar says it’s spring, but 
the weather outside is more like winter, 
But take heart. The weather outside 
may put a damper on most outdoor 
activities, but not stectheading. When 
the weather is nasty like itis, ittends to 
bring out the steelhead and the people 
that fish for them. 

These big rainbow trout 
(Oncorhynchus Mykiss) are returning 
to their birth place to spawn and start 
a new generation. This spring’s 
returning steelhead has spent the last 
two to four years in the Great Lakes 
fattening up on alewives, chubs, and 
smelt preparing for the annual 
migration, Strong fall spawning runs 
and a fairly mild winter are two 
indications pointing to a good spring 
steelhead migration. 

Michigan steelhead average six to 
ten pounds, with some going as big as 
18 pounds. Tocatch these hard fighting 
fish you need better than average 
equipment, Your rod should be § 1/2 


- to ten feet long with a medium to 


medium-light action. A quality 
spinning or casting reel with at least 
150 yards of premium line in the four 
to 17 pound range is needed for 
steelhead. You can use the heavier 
line for lures and spinners, while using 
lighter line for bait and flies. 

To get your bait or fly down to the 
fish you can use a three way swivel 
with drop sinkers or you can use a 
sliding sinker rig where the fish won’t 


. feel the weight as he picks up the bait. 


If you don’t bait fish and want to use 
fly fishing equipment, you need an

I wear a pair of 5-mil, boot 
foot Trek waders, I prefer the thicker 
neoprenes for warmth and the boot 
foot for ease of putting it on and not 
having to fumble with wet laces in 
cold weather. 

Now that you have an idea of the 
equipment that you need and you want 
to gosteelheading, here are a couple of 
important tips: make sure you have 
your new fishing license with a trout 
stamp, and to get on the stream early, 
I mean real early.
